In my mewspaper,” he explained, “I want only, 


advertisements. that tell the truth. If I know 
that an advertisement contains false statements, 
it can’t stay in my paper. 

“Now, look at those advertisements that the 
United States navy puts up all over the country, 
in almost every postoffice, for young men to en- 
list in the navy. Besides the bright-colored pic- 
tures (which some critics have dwelt on satirical- 
ly) the posters state that men receive education 
and technical training, and have the benefits of 
travel. Now, if that means anything, it means a 
promise to these young men, and there have been 
many complaints because ambitious young men 
found that these promises were not kept. 

“One of two things had to be done—either the 
posters must be torn down, or the promises, which 
were, after all, reasonable ones, must be kept. I 
decided to let the posters stand and to give the 
enlisted men the education. So we have broad- 
ened the work of the training schools in San 
Francisco, Newport, Norfolk and of the largest 
one, in Chicago. The enlisted men used to stay 
in these schools three months, for training chiefly 
in drilling, rowing and swimming. Now we are 
adding school studies and technical courses to 
their work, the time for which 16 now four to six 
months, and on board ship this training is to con- 
tinue, so that the men can learn mechanical 
trades electricity, wireless telegraphy, carpentry, 
er anything else which it is possible to teach on 
shipboard. All this time, on land or water, the 
young men are being paid and are getting their 
board and clothing. 

“So, when the young man’s term of enlistment 
expires and he wishes to stay on shore and per- 
haps to marry, he is in a position to support him- 
self. Since it has become known that these op- 
portunities would be given, it has been much 
easier to get men to enlist. In the last five months 
there have been 2000 more enlistments than in any 
period of equal length since the Spanish War.

State institution, and the little Governor backing 
them, can see in the Post-Dispatch's exposure of 
prison abuses only a desire to make a sensation 
and sell papers. That is the measure of their 
minds—as they themselves declare it. 

These little men, in their remarkable statement, 
admit every detail of that which the Post-Dispatch 
reported, ‘to-wit: 

#. That prisoners are tortured by being 
hung up by the wrists and otherwise punished 
for failure to complete the day's task“ set 
them in the contract shops, and to extort con- 
fessions. 

2. That the prison whip, although 3 
ly abolished, has been used in violation of the 
prison rules. 

8. That the cells are grossly overcrowded 

The prison's doors have been closed by these 
three men against further investigation by this 
paper. The Post-Dispatch’ s readers are told it is 
none of their business, as citizens of Missouri, 
what goes on behind the closed doors—so long as 
that which’ takes place is satisfactory to these 
little men who publish their approval of torture 
to speed up prison workers and to extort confes- 
sions from accused prisoners. 
The Post-Dispatch wanted to know how many 
men had, been punished and for what, in order 
‘that the people of Missouri might judge for them- 
selves whether they can approve the acts of their 
public servants done behind the clésed doors of 
the penitentiary. 

The Post-Dispatch wanted to know the nature 
of the injuries sustained by each of the 837 men 
who—as Prison Physician McCutcheon admitted 
to this paper’s prison investigator—received surgi- 
cal treatment ‘during the single month of October, 
1913, 

Think of it. More than one-third of the total 
number of male prisoners receiving SURGICAL 
trettment in the prison hospital during a single 
month, How many were hurt in unguarded, dan- 
serous ‘machines in the contract labor shops, 
where the men are sold into slavery and driven 
under the menace of the rings, the dark cell, the 
lash and the club? How many of the 837 were 
beaten. by "guards for some trifling slip, or for 
slackening a minute, in sheer weariness, the hot 
pace of the work in the contract shops. . 

The Post-Dispatch thought the people of Mis- 
souri ought to know the facts about this phase 
of prison management, so they could determine 
for themselves whether Missouri’s Penitentiary is 
a humane institution, or a hell on earth, conduct- 
0 in their name and at their expense. 

The Post-Dispatch wanted to know the nature 
of the “tasks” in the contract shops, so that these 
tasks might be compared with the average daily 
task in free labor shops. We thought the people 
of Missouri, and especially the free shop. work- 
men of Missouri, ought to have this knowledge, 
to determine whether the State’s prisoners are 
being harshly overworked to make profits for 
prison cofitractors. 

Messrs. Deal, Gordon and Barker, with Gov. 
Major sustaining them, make answer to these 
reasonable requests for information about one 
of the people’s institutions in a statement which, 
summed up, amounts to “The people be damned!”

SPECIALIZING IN MILITARY SOUINCE. 
The State University campus at Burlington, 
Vt., has been selected by the War Department ag 


dents of the Northeastern states during the vaca- 
tion period next summer. 

Three other sites are to be selected, one on 
the Pacific Coast and two in the interior. De- 
tachments representing different arms of the 
service will be detailed to each of the four camps 
from the regular army to exemplify the technique 
of the training to be imparted the college stu- 
dents by officer instructors. The camps will 
last for five weeks, concluding with target prac- 
tice, and the only expense to students who like 
this form of outing will be the cost of transpor- 
tation to the camps and $3.50 a week for sub- 
sistence during their continuance.

The facts brought to light by the Interstate 


collapse revealed a scandalous conspiracy on the 
part of officials in co-operation with a greedy and 
unscrupulous syndicate to plunder the railroad. 

The investigation proved that the Frisco was 
wrecked by men, charged with responsibility for 
its management, who loaded it with properties and 
securities in conscienceless deals for their own 
enrichment at the expense of the road. 

The whole story is told in the revelation of fat 
promotion commissions and enormous profits on 
transactions engineered by officials and their 
syndicate associates. The raliroad was loaded 
with debts representing commissions and profits. 
The investigation disclosed an aggregate of $40,- 
060,000. of plunder, $32,000,000 of which went to 
promoters and over $7, 000,000 to official conspira- 
tors and their associates. 

The commission’s inquiry merely scratchéd the 
surface of the rottenness in this and other rail- 
roads. It was sufficient only to prove the neces- 
sity of a thorough investigation. 

Congress should act. Congress should author- 
ize a thorough inquiry wkich will disclose the 
entire system by which the Frisco and other rail- 
roads have been plundered and wrecked through 
the robber conspiracies and deals of their officers 
and directors.

Now Dr. D. L. Harris 
of St. Louis reports a probable cure with 
quinine. 

The case was that of an itinerant um- 
brella mender, aged 8, who walked into 
the Municipal Laboratory in St. Louis 
on Aug. 29, last, and asked for advice 
about a dog bite received five or six 
} weeks previously, which had just begun 
to give him severe pain. He had not 
been able to swallow for several days, 
and intense suffocating contraction of 
the throat followed an attempt to drink 
a glass of water. 

Fifteen grains of quinine and urea hy- 
drechloride, dissolved in three cubic cen- 
timeters of salt solution, were injected 
into his veins, This dose was repeated 
tive times within twenty hours, making 
a total of 90 grains injected. Four days 
after his admission he was — = 
as cured. 


2% cubic centimeters of clear fluid were 
drawn from his spinal cavity.

But the picture of that concert that 
drowns the memory of music—the beau- 
tiful work of the artists—is a futurist 
picture of confusion. Outside and in- 
side that great noisy concrete building 
was noise of stamping fee, loud talking, 
scraping of hundreds of shoes on the 
stairways leading to the galleries and 
seats above the boxes. 

In the street there was the clanging 
of street car gongs, shrieking of motor 
horns and screams of women as the 
cars and motors tried to get through 
the crowd which extended out into the 
street and up and down the pavement 
as far as one could see. A crowd made 
up of the proverbial tardy St. Louis 
audience was that jammed into the 
small entrance as into a funnel. 

The concert, which was to have be- 
gun at 8:15, was held back until 8:40, 
when the first singer came on the stage. 
He waited for the noise to cease and 
continued to wait. The order was given 
to close the doors. It was obeyed. 

And then it was that the confusion 
descended upon the people outside. 
Every few moments the doorkeeper who 
is always most calm, would put his head 
through the crack of the door and call 
hepelessly for the police, Wouldn't 
someone get a policeman?’ He couldn't 
handle the crowd. All the noise reached 
the people in the north boxes, and those 
in the seats near the door, in fact, half 
way into the hall In vain did the sing- 
er try to be heard and finally the notes 
of his fine voice that punctuated the 
other sounds, stopped and he left the 
platform. 

The doors were again opened and the 
most disheveled, bedraggled, panic- 
stricken lot of men and women were 
shot through the opening by the pi&s- 
sure from those behind. Their faces 
were as white as paper, some of the 
women had their gowns almost torn off, 
their hair was awry, some looked on 
the verge of fainting, and at the en- 
trance of the houge room were reunions 
of husbands and wives, and beaux and 
belles, who had been separated and had 
been anxiously looking for each other 
in the crowd. Whose fault such a con- 
dition of affairs was cannot be imagined 
but it was deplorable. 

Everybody—the ushers and attendants 
—seemed to be doing their best, but 
seating an audience is one thing and 
handling a mob quite another. Between 
the numbers the seating kept up all 
during thé evening, until the concert 
was half over, when there was a per- 
ceptible movement toward the door by 
those who, fearing another crush, were 
leaying early and no one who saw it can 
blame them. *

“Deborah, too, was a prophetess and 
‘judged Israel.’ Barak, the General, you 
remember, refuséd to go to battle 
against the King of Canaan unless De- 
borah headed the army as commander- 
in-chief, which she did, and won the 
battle, 

It is recorded, too, that Deborah had 
a husband, but it is not recorded that 
because she occupied a public position 
of the highest importance she neglected 
her domestic duties. This fact should 
answer amply an old argument of the 
‘antis.’ 

“And there was Huldah, who was u 
prophetess and president of the Temple 
College in Jerusalem. At an important 
national crisis, Josiah, the King of 
Judah, ordered the high priest and 
other members of his Cabinet to take 
counsel and advice with Huldah, which 
they did. Huldah was a married wom- 
an, and her domestic relations must 
have been as successful as her public 
career: otherwise, as an Oriental wom- 
an, she could not have occupied such 
an eminent position. 

“Four daughters of Philip the Evangel- 
ist were prophetesses, which meant, in 
those times, not only one who foretold 
futures, but a public preacher and teach- 
er as well, and one who was consulted 
by men as well as women. These four 
women, as well as Miriam, were vigorous 
and evidently were as well fitted for 
public life as the married prophetesses. 

“We have no record that the men of 
thdse times regarded these and other 
notable women as in any way inferior 
to themselves, or os cranks unfit for 
public careers because of their sex. . 

“St. Paul, in his Epistle to the Ga- 
thas, emphasizes that to Christians, 
‘there can be no male and female, for ye 
are all one man in Jesus Christ.’ 

In the Eastern lands today woman is 
in some respects better off than in your 
supposedly progressive West. Compe- 
tent women in Bible lands never have 
lost their rights to public position as 
‘counselors and leaders among their own 
people, careers they fill honorably and 
successfully, whether married or un- 
married. In Palestine all women hold- 
ing property in real estate have a vote 
in local affairs. 

“And go, concluded Mme. Mountford,: 
briskly, “I comtend that the men and 
women of these sovereign United States 
of the New World should not lag be- 
hind the decadent East, so-called.

Tropical Climate. 

OBEPH DAUTREMER, lecturer at 
the School of Oriental Lan 
‘guages, Paris, has written, in 
“Burma Under British Rule“ (Un- 
win), a capital study ot that coun. 
try, concluding with a chapter on 
the Andaman Isles. M. Dautremer 
gained his knowledge of Burma when 
Consul for France in Rangoon, ani 
he writes for the benefit of his own 
countrymen. He says the English 
have learned the secret ‘of resisting 
the baneful effects of a tropic cli- 


mate. It is, to take plenty of exer- f 


‘cise regularly. The Englishman takes 
plenty of exercise first thing in th 
morning—triding, cycling, walking or 
rowing—before he starts work. The 
Frenehman in Indo-China takes no 
exercis@ at ‘all; yet he eats and 
drinks he same. Consequently his 
organs become overstrained and re- 
‘fuse do work. 

“We French still follow the colonial 
way of the seventeenth century; «a 
hammock, a ‘siesta and lounging abou: 
while the slaves work. The English- 
man works himself! he has no siesta: 
he stirs about—and his system is all 
the better for it. The Englishman 
resists the climate, and the French- 
man falls a victim to it.” 


A Woman's Via Dolorosa. 


RNEST DAUDET tells with 
E sympathy, in Madame Roy- 
ne“ (Heinemann), the story 

of that royal martyr’s extraordinary 
Sequence of sorrows—she whom Na- 
poleoh described as “the only man of 


the family.” On the evening of Aug. 


18, 1792, the royal family was im- 
mured in the temple—the King, tho 
Queen, Madame Plizabeth (the King’s 
sister), Madame Royale, and the lit- 
tle Dauphin, When the Princess was 
released, in December, 1798, she was 
the sole survivor of the family.

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Mrs. Anna Little, e ort 
La., Denies She Inspired Hus- 
band to Kill Partner. 


SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 22.—When 
Mrs. Anna Little, pretty and piquant, 
stood at the side of her husband, and, 
as the State alleges, commanded him 
to shoot down J. J. Van Cleve, his real 
estate partner, she bared a scandal that 
has many ramifications in this locality. 

The husband, Harvey S. Little, had 
Van Cleve cornered in a small corfidor 
in a business building in the heart of 
Shreveport’s business district, and, it is 
alleged, one minute after Anna Little 
pronounced her sentence of death it 
was executed. 

Van Cleve came to Shreveport as a 
traveling salesman for the Meyer Drug 
Co. of St. LCUuis. 

Little fired once into Van Cleve’s 
breast. The real estate man fell, mor- 
tally wounded. As he lay on the tile 
flooring, Little fired four more shots 
into his body. Little and his wife were 
taken to jail. 

‘“T shot him and 1 shot to kill.“ the 
man told the officer. The woman said 
nothing. 

The killing was a shocking surprise to 
the community. Both of the principals 
and the woman were well known. They 
stood high in the estimation of their 
fellow men and women. 

Van Cleve, Mrs. Little told her hus- 
band and father, had insulted her. He 
had compared her, in the presence of 
three negro women, to a negress whose 
character was notoriously bad. The in- 
cident happened in an elevator of the 
building in which the tragedy occurred. 


Partners in Realty Business. 

Van Cleve looked Mrs. Little and the 
negresses over, smiled sweetly and said: 
“Four of a kind.“ Mrs. Little protested, 
and Van Cleve is reported to have apol- 
ogized—to the negresses. Then Mrs. Lit- 
'tle slapped his face, rushed into an of- 
fice, secured a big glass bottle and 
struck him with it. Van Cleve took the 
bottle away. Then she got a stick and 
used it, and he took that away, too. 

The prosecutor’s version of the kill- 
ing follows: 

Mrs. Little telephoned her father, J. 
M. Bond, a railroad man, that he must 
kill Van Cleve. Bond started home to 
get his pistol, but didn’t reach there, 
He was arrested on complaint of Van 
Cleve, searched and liberated. 

Mrs. Little was not to be outdone, 
however. She rushed home, confided the 
insult to her husband, and impressed 
him with the fact that it was his duty 
to slay Van Cleve. But Van Cleve had 
the Littles arrested and went home and 
stayed there. 

The following morning, however, the 
tragedy occurred. 

Hervey S. Little ts a quiet, inoffensive 
man, who had never had an hour’s seri- 
ous trouble in his life. Left to himself 
he would not have raised a hand against 
Van Cleve, his actions show. 

Little and Van Cleve were partners in 
the real estate business. As a rémedy 
for the trouble, Little proposed dissolu- 
tion. The partners met in their office 
a half hour before the killing and, in the 
presence of a mutual friend, agreed on 
the terms of separation. To show that 
he was unarmed, Van Cleve took off his 
coat and sat in his shirtsleeves. Little 
took his pistol from his pocket, placed 
itin a drawer and did not touch it again 
until he was leaving. 

“Shoot Him!’ Woman’s Order. 

In the corridor of the office building 
Little, Van Cleve and the mutual friend 
conversed. The friend stepped to the 
door, saw Mrs. Little bearing down upon 
him, and, calling Little aside, advised 
him to take his wife away. Little de- 
clined. 

When the woman reached the spot she 
asked her husband what had happened. 

„Everything has been settled.“ he re- 
plied. We have dissolved partnership.“ 

It hasn't been settled,“ said the wom- 
an. Tou've got to whip him right now, 
or I will.” 

“T’ll whip him,” said Little, drawing 
his revolver. 

“Shoot him,“ said the woman. 

And Little did. 

Van Cleve had been twice married 
and divorced. Mrs. Little Is a di- 

vorcee. 

Van Cleve came here several years 
ago from Southern Illinois. His sis- 

ter. Mrs. Oscar Appell, resides at 
McLainsboro. 

From the viewpoint or tne friends 
of the woman, the van Cleve case 
parallels the Thaw affair to some 
extent. It is claimed Van Cleve an- 
noyed Mrs. Little with his attentions 
after her marriage. Van Cleve's friends, 

however, tell an enttreiy different 
story. They say that it was de- 
cause he sought to remove himself 
from the woman’s sphere of influence 
that he was killed. 

A few days before the tragedy, Van 
Cleve exhibited a note signed Anna.“ 
It declared that if he did not return to 
her, the writer, vould kill herself. 

Mrs. Little is 22 years of age, stylish 
and a decidedly attractive brunette. Van 
Cleve was 85 and Little is 2%. As Miss 
Anna Bond, Mrs. Little was formerly 
well known in Shreveport’s social set. 

Her family is originally from Packson- 
ville, Tex. 

The woman shows no remorse for the 
part she played in the killing. “Husband 
and wife are standing together. They 
have employed the same attorney. Lit- 
tle claims Van Cleve had his hand on his 
pistol when he was shot, but no one else 

saw it there. He will plead self-defense. 

Mrs. Little will deny that she inspired 

the killing.

Eli's Defeat 
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Harvard Back’s Brilliant Open Field Running, Especially 
in Returning Kicks, Another Strong Feature 
of Crimson Success.

great drop-kickers in the game, for 
Guernsey made the most of the 
opening afforded by a pretty run of 
Wilson, the black haired Eli quar- 
ter, kicking a pretty goal from the 
field, but his later efforts were fail- 
ures, and he had not the deadly cer- 
tainty of that veteran sharpshooter, 
Brickley. There were flashes of Yale 
midfield attack, too, as cleverly de- 
vised in their way as Harvard's and, 
Uke Harvard’s, these plays were de- 
signed in the hope of shooting a man 
free. The typeof play was one that is 
best known as the “long-gainer’— 
plays that tear off a lot of ground, 
or fail, so that there is instant re- 
sort once more to the kicking game. 
Brickley Kicked on Third Down. 

And right here it should be noted 
that some of Brickley’s field goal 
attempts were made on third. down. 

When the Crimson swept up to 
within striking distance the play was 
chosen. above all things to keep 
Brickley out in front of the goal 
posts. The second consideration was 
to make steady ground if possible, 
and to keep working the sturdy Har- 
vard kicker nearer and nearer the 
uprights. There was even more to 
Harvard’s game that, unfortunately 
for the Crimson, did not work out, for 
in the first quarter the Harvard 
kickers sought to work the ball into 
the cerners only to have it bob aloag 
over the goal. 

Ike Harvard, Tales attack boast- 
ed of deception, but the down fiel4 
play was not nearly so good as the 
Crimson, and not enough of the Har- 
vard secondary defense was put out 
of the play beyond the line scrim- 
mage to make things go with the pre- 
cision and ferocity of the Crimson’s 
remarkably well-tuned attack. Yale's 
dependence was placed more upon a 
wall of interference forming behind 
the line of scrimmage, with the Har- 
vard end put out by a single oppon- 
ent—the Yale end himself. 

Now with two pretty styles of mid- 
field attack in action, and with such 
men as Mahan and Wilson carrying 
back kicks—the former, however, far 
the better—it was inevitable that 
there would be plenty of “open foot- 
ball"—that much abused type of play 
which so many at present call “old- 
faghioned football,” but which is 
nevertheless a revelation to the old- 
timer. 

Tt was open football with a ven- 
geance, and with slashing runs by 
Mahan, Brickley and Hardwick. for 


Harvard, and by Wilson, Knowles and 
Ainsworth for Yale, there were thrills 
enough to spread over the entire 
game. Once Yale was caught very 
much asleep, when Brickiey dropped 
back apparently to try for «a fleld 
goal, and. instead u run from the for- 
mation slashed deep into El territory. 
Again, Guernsey once opened the way 
to a Harvard score, when he kicked 
from his own goal line straight up 


the field and squarely in front of the 


posts, where it was possible ‘to make 
a fair catch in easy position for 
Brickley—always the deadly Brick- 
ley. 

One bed fumble of Wilson's gave 
Brickley another of his many oppor- 
tunities, but the great Harvard play- 
er lost another practically sure kick, 
when Trumbull passed the ball far 
too high. The kick was hopeless, 20 
Brickley tucked the ball under his 
arm and sprinted for the end. It was 
the last down and he made a plucky 
and spectacular attempt to make up 
the lost ground that brought the 
Harvard men to their feet in a fren- 
zy. This cool, quick-thinking back 
came within inches of ading to his 
reputation right here, and in sising 
up his work little things like these 
must be taken into consideration, for 
they have a great deal to do with his 
value to the Crimson team, and prove 
that he would be where he is, even 
were he unable to kick at all. 


Yale’s Kicking Weak. 

The Yale kicking was a sore dis- 
appointment in the matter of direc- 
tion, for the distance was for the 
most part good enotght to trouble 
Harvard and it seemed impossible to 
boot the leather away from the 
clutch of the flashing Mahan. 

Just a word here about the Harvard 
“safety,” one of the oddest plays ‘n 
football, and practically the only one 
in which a Harvard man showed him- 
self slow of wit. Yale kicked off, the 
ball struck the post and bounded back 
into the field of play. O’Brien 
snatched it up and ran back of his 
own goal line, there touching it down, 
thinking he had a touch back. But as 
Yale was onside on the kick, and 2* 
such a kick cannot be declared dead 
until it is in possession of a piayer, 
O’Brien furnished the tmpetus that 
earrted the ball over the geal line 
and so scored a safety against his 
team. : 

Had he stormed full speed ahead for 
the Eli goal he would have been quite 
within his rights, and further, might 
have made a siashing gain. 


Kicking Tactics Resorted to From 
the Beginning by Both Teams’ Backs 


HANKS to winning the toss, the 
Crimson began the game with the 
advantage of a brilliant sun and a 

fairly strong breeze at their backs. The 
kick-off went to the slender Mahan, who 
scurried out with the ball %. yards from 
behind his own goal line, the Harvard 
interference forming beautifully and the 
Crimson star making clever use of it. 

Bradlee could make little or nothing 
and Mahan booted the leather far down 
the field, the ball bounding so badly that 
yards were added to the drive before 
Ainsworth could snatch up ‘the leather 
on hig own %-yard mark. Ainsworth 
was sent off tackle, but for offside play 
the Elis were set back five yards and 
Knowles had to open the punting 
game. The boot went to the shifty Ma- 
han, but Avery, the wrestler, was right 
up with the Harvard man and threw him 
practically without gain. The Eli line 
was too much on fts toes for Mahan and 
Brickley and Mahan hoisted the leather 
down to Wilson, who, facing the sun, 
fumbled, but recovered at his own %%- 
yard mark, 

After a couple of slashes at the time, 
Knowles hoisted the leather to Mahaa, 
and this sifppery young person tore off 
a cracking run of % yards down the 
Yale’s 47-yard mark. Thus early in the 
game it was plainly apparent that Yale 
was to have trouble with this particular 
Harvard star and the men making the 
pathway for him. Failing to put te- 
gether appreciable gains, the Crimson 
uncorked a forward pass that, however, 
was not completed. : 


Brickley Tries Dropkick. 


Now Brickley made his first drop- 
kick from the center of the field, but 
the ball traveled low and carried across 
the goal line. Yale put the ball in play 
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preparations to try for a field goal. 
so ostensible, indeed, that the entire 
Yale eleven was badly fooled. Brad- 
lee shot through the pussled Yale line 
for 13 yarda, and the deadly Brickley 
was that much more dangerous. 
Briekiey ‘could do litle or nothing 
with the Yale lime, and this tine, 
atanding om the 28-yard mark, he 
kicked a pretty, if for him, easy goal. 
It was on the following kick-off that 
occurred the peculiar safety already 
described, 

Lining up the Cambridge eleven on 
the 20-yard mark, Mahan hoisted a 
pretty: drive to Wilson far down the 
field. The Yale quarter lost the 
leather in the sun, misjudged it bad- 
ly and just managed to gather it in 
seven yards in front of Nis own goal. 
So here was Yale in trouble again 
when the period ended. 


SECOND QUARTER. 


When the teams changed sides 
Yale puated on first down, and here 
Guernsey failed his team, for he 
boomed the leather to the 88-yard 
mark straight out in front of the 
goal posts, where Mahan promptly 
made a fair catch. For any other man 
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yards in 16 punts to 462 yards 
in the combined 13 punts by 
Guernsey and Knowles. . 
Brickley. kicked five goals out 
of seven tries to Guernsey's one 
goal’ in four tries. Harvard 
players ran back Yale punts 133 
yards against 64 yards thus re- 
gained by the Eli backs. In pen- 
alties, Yale lost 30 yards for 
holding and rough tackling to 


— 


Brickley bore through for nine yards 
and then, on a clever double pass, 
Hardwick stormed around for 13 
yards. Ketcham stopped the advance 
by hurling over Mahan for a slight 
loss, but ‘Harvard had worked out of 
the danger sone, and into the same 
belt belonging to the Blue. Bradlee 
made five yards from the drop kick 
formation, and the menacing Brick- 
ley dropped back to make another at- 
tempt at goal from field. This time 
the pass was far above his head and 
there was nothing for it but to run 
with the ball. Even so the big Crim- 
son back all but made up the dis- 
tance, ; 


Yale’s Ball on Downs. 

The ball went to the Elis on 
downs, and Yale had squirmed out of 
a tight position through no brilliancy 
of its own. A little later after the 
ball had been booted back and forth 


the Yale offense got under way and 
Guernsey shot away for a quick-step 
of 3¢ yards. The husky Eli was not 
doubled up until after he had crossed 
the center of the field. Both teams 
were showing the effects of the heat, 
and there was a let-up for a mo- 
ment and a call for the water bucket. 

The breathing spell seemed to cheer 
the- Elis for after Battle had taken 
Bradlee’s ‘place for Harvard, Ains- 
worth slipped around the end for a 
corking run of 14 yards, and it looked 
like an old-time Eli team in action 
orfee more. Again the advance was 
not sustained, however, and Guern- 
sey tried a field goal from the 35- 


yard line. The ball went to the right 


of the post, and another Eli hope had 
been dashed. So ended the quarter. 
THIRD QUARTER. 
ALE opened the third period 
Y full of ginger, with Carter in 
Brann’s place at end. Wilson 
ran back the kick-off neatly and 
then Knowles put on a deautiful 
burst of speed, stepping 34 yards on 
a wide sweep before O’Brien finally 
brought him down on Harvard's 38. 
yard mark. O’Brien was hurt on the 
next play, and Dana took his place, 
the .later showing some very pretty 
end play thereafter. 

Guernsey now tried again for «a 
field goal, standing almost exactly 
in the center of the field. The ball 
struck far in front of the goal 
but rolled over the line for a touch- 
back. : 

Starting on the 20-yard mark, Har- 
vard reopened the kicking game. 
After swapping punts, 
made another running start, this 
time from the 80-yard mark. The 
kick formation wad called for, and 
Mahan, getting away like a rocket, 
slipped, danced, slid and bounded 
along through almost the entire 
Yale eleven for a stirring dash of 20 
yards, carrying the leather just 
across the center of the fleld. After 
a short dash by Dana, who swung 
around from his position, Mahan 
made it first down on a pretty, knif- 
ing run through the right wing. 

Harvard continued the running 
game until it was fourth down with 
a yard to gain, whereupon, instead 
of trying te make the distance, 

inevitable 
on the 85-yard line, and shot the ball 
over the bar between the posts. 

In the march down the field the 
Crimson put together 43 yards of 
pretty ground-gaining, as pretty an 
advance in the manner of its execu- 
tion as has been seen on an Eastern 
college field this season. 

The big Crimson team was gatning 
in gtrength and power, and there was 
no mistaking the fact that Yate was 
weakening, t not rapidly at least 
fairly steadily, under the crash and

TUT. HARVEY. 
WoUlD KEEP HN 


Declares Resignation of Assistant 
Had Nothing to Do With Ru- 
mored Cafe Fight. 


Circuit Attorney Harvey, in written 
and oral statements to reporters last 
night, asserted that Andrew C. Ma- 
roney’s resignation as Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney was entirely voluntary; 
chat it has not yet been accepted; that 
Maroney may return to his place if he 
wishes, and that the resignation had 
not the slightest conection with , ru- 
mors concerning the case of ‘William 
8. Rex, Democratic City Committee- 
man for the Twenty-eight Ward, 
whose trial is set for tomorrow on a 
charge of making a false statement 
to a commercial agency. 

Publication yesterday of Maroney’s 
resignation was accompanied by the 
disclosure that he is confined to his 
boarding house in Ferguson with a 
broken jaw. His account of the in- 
jury is that he sliped in a wet bath-' 
tub two weeks ago tonight and infall- 
ing struck his chin upon the porce- 
lain rim. ; | 

The Rex case is to be heard in 
Judge Koerner’s Court, where Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Hiram N. Moore 
is the prosecutor. According to ru- 
mors which in some manner gain! 
widespread circulation, but which are 
denied by those concerned, Maroney 
met Rex in a downtown cafe two 
weeks ago and remarked: 

„If your case was in my division 
you would be convicted.” 

The gossip added that immediately 
following the remark, Maroney was 
struck in the face, the blow fractur- 
ing his jaw. 

Lawyers Hear of Encounter. 

The report of this encounter, 41- 
vested of the blow said to have 
broken Maroney’s jaw, reached Har- 
vey and Xenophon P. Wilfley of the 
law firm of Wilfley, Wilfley, McIn- 
tyre & Nardin, attorneys for the 
American.

Later, Harvey said, the report con- 
cerning Maroney’s alleged encounter with 
Rex reached Moore's ears and he spoke 
of it to the Circuit Attorney, declaring 


garded it as another reason to be glad 
that he had already disassociated him- 
self from the case. 

Maroney Denies Rumor. 

Maroney himself, in a statement to a 
reporter last night, denounced the re- 
port of his meeting with Rex as fle- 
tion and nonsense.” He said he had 
not seen Rex, with whom he is person- 
ally acquainted, for several weeks, and 
that the first he heard of the case was 
when Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer, 
in his presence, reported that the grand 
jury had indicted.the politician.

Major and Others Say Appro- 
priation by Legislature Is 
: Necessary. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.—Gov. 
Major and members of the Board of 
Prison Inspectors told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that under the law it would 
be impossible for the State to pay con- 
victs in the penitentiary 5 per cent of 
the money they earn for the State by 
working for prison contractors unless 
the Legislature should appropriate the 
money. 

The law requires the Warden to set 
aside for each convict 5 per cent of his 
earnings. The law never has been fol- 
lowed, and it was estimated by some 
statisticians that the State now owes 
convicts. $125,000, which should have ac- 
cumulated for them in the six years 
since the law was passed. 

Gov. Major said that in his opinion 
the law did not authorize the Warder 
to pay over this money, and that it was 
in the same condition as all other State 
expenditures, that, although it might be 
authorized by law, it could not be pal 
unless the Legislature each two years 
specifically appropriated it. To make 
back payments the ye Legislature 
would have to pass a deficiency appro- 
priation.

Second Largest Crop. 

Indications point to this crop as 
the second largest on record, some- 
what larger than last year’s crop. 
Its spinning value is problematicai. 
As to the. price, that is a question of 
spinning value and the immediate 
needs of the spinners. There is no 
danger of the crop proving too large. 

In Manchester, yarns are quoted 
dull and very little doing in the cloth 
markets. In the United States the 
markets are not over-supplied with 
goods. Business with the Philippines 
ang South America been Food. 
but is not expected to hold to pres- 
ent activity, Other export business is 
dead. Trade in this country, however, 
is of sufficient volume to take care 
of the output of the mills for some 
time, as they are behind and are car- 
rying small stocks of finished goods. 
Prices of cloths ve been maintained 
in spite of the decline in the price 
of cottcn and spinners are fighting 
any reduction in the price of varns. 

While cotton shippers complain of 
the almost entire absence of demand, 
the Ceneus Bureau, in its report of 
the Octcber consumption, places it at 
642,809 bales, about the largest con- 
sumption for any single month on 
reoord, and compares with 513,060 
bales last October.

said later, when he was asked to elab- 
orate his ideas on this point. “I be- 
lieve there is a small minority of un- 
desirable papers, but I also believe that 
publicity, which is a cure for every pub- 
lio ill, is also a cure for whatever de- 
fects there may be in the chief agen- 
cies of publicity.’’) 


“The American city happened. No- 
body planned it, It was an accident. 
The economics of civilization have 
placed us close together in cities, 
where we live in layers. City life has 
brought a revolution in our attitude 
toward the problems of government 
—even though that revolution has 
come on gum-shoes. We have gone 
beyond the old idea of the limitations 
of the city’s service to its people, 
which consisted mainly of police and 
fire protection. 

“Municipal ownership should not 
be resorted to, where private owner- 
ship is adequate and just. But when 
it is needed as a remedy, it should 
not be feared. Ultimately, every citv 
will own and operate ita own trans- 
portation facilities. 

“The city’s provision for public 
health is going constantly farther. 
In Cleveland, by an aggressive cam- 
paign, we have stamped out the fly. 
Last summer we hunted threugh the 
principal market for flies, and found 
only 16. 

“Saner Mode of Life Needea.” 
‘The city’s statistics in crime and 
insanity are shocking. These cannot 
be stopped by segregation. We must 
provide inducement for a saner mode 
of life: We must provide a substitute 
for the neighborhood activities of 


county and small town lte. We must 
have recreational programs, parks, 
gymnasiums, wading and swimming 
pools, municipal music. This is neces- 
sary to keep city population from 
going to seed, to keep human beings 
from being worn out by the city’s 
requirements. These things can’t be 
handed down from above. They must 
come through the people’s desire, and 
the people’s understanding of the 
need for them.” 


Before the freeholders, though 
talking for the most part in reply to 
questions, Baker was as fluent as 
he had been in his prepared talk at 
the City Club, It soon appeared that 
he not only knew his own city but 
he knew many things about St. 
Louis, even the constitutional details 
that are somewhat hampering the 
charter makers, 

One of these limitations, the free- 
holders have been advised, will keep 
them from following Cleveland’s ex- 
ample and providing for a single leg- 
islative house, chosen by wards. Un- 
der the Missouri Constitution, it is 
held, there must be either one house 
eleoted at large, or two houses. Baker 
knew of this, and qualified his re- 
marks by a reference to it. 

To show how ward representation 
worked in Cleveland, the Mayor told of 
the ward meetings, which, he declared. 
are held in most of the city’s 2 wards 
after the Council meetings. 

The member reports to the ward, at 
this meetings,” said Baker, “and tells 
them. what measures have deen intro- 
duced, that he will have to vote on at 
future meetings.

tation plan can really represent the peo- 
ple in that fashion. I am in favor of it. 

“There is another reason wny ward 
representation may be better in a city 
which has a large European population. 
One of our wards is represented, and 
very well represented, by a man with a 
rather odd name, which ends in ‘inski.’ 
Now, it is possible that on a general 
ballot, people who did not know this 
man might prefer someone with a more 
familiar name, and that, in that way, 
his constituents, who are an important 
part of the city, would not keep the 
close interest in our city governrhent 
that they now have, through having 
their own representative. 

But if you must choose between two 
houses and one, I would say have one, 
however elected. I know of no justifica- 
tion for a two-house system of legisia- 
tion. Perhaps I am prejudiced. I be- 


without the United States Senate, and 
that the upper house of every legislature 
should be abolished. 

J am also opposed to any hold-over 
plan, by which men elected tn one ad- 


next. If the people want a member to 
hold over, let them re-elect him. And 
if they want to make a complete change, 
let them do it. Hold-over members in a 
legislative body can often gain an 
ascendency over new members and de- 
feat the purposes for which the new 
members were elected. It has more than 
once happened that new and well-mean- 
ing men have been corrupted by hold- 
over members. 

“There were 15 on our Charter Com- 
mission. Fourteen were pledged to the 
non-partisan ballot plan. I was the ex- 
ception. I was Mayor, chairman of the 
commission and chairman of the Demo- 
cratic committee, and I was not pledged 
to anything. 

We listened with apparent respect 9 
the politicians, as to others. The polf- 
ticlans will make any charter you try 
to make, unless you go constantly to the 
people. But we adopted the nonpartisan 
ballot and the preferential voting plan. 


No Opposition to Merit Pian. 

„There was no wide opposition to the 
merit system as a feature of the char- 
ter. The Legislature had already pro- 
vided for the adoption of the merit sys- 
tem, and Cleveland voters, in a State 
election, had voted in favor of it, so 
we didn’t have to argue in its favor, but 
only to tell any objector that the peo- 
ple had already decided that matter. 

»The merit system is an expedient, 
not a philosophy. We are driven to it 
by the spoils system, which is the cruel- 
est thing in the world. Under the 
spoils system, men spend the best years 
of their lives in working for the public, 
lose the opportunity they would have 
had to advance themselves in other 
ways, and then, regardless of the qual- 
ity of their service, they are turned out 
of their places by a change of the city’s 
political control. 

“The merit system should not be 
closed at both ends. It should be tight- 
ly closed at the entrance end. The ap- 
pointing official should be limited to an 
eligible list, and closely restricted, to 
prevent favoritism. But when an offi- 
cial thinks it necessary to discharge an 
employe he should have the power to do 
it withgut hearings, trials or reviews. 

“Tt is as much the duty of a subor- 
dinate officer to get along with his su- 
perior as it is to serve the office. There 
are men who have the qualifications for 
appointment, but who are disturbing 
factors in an office. A stenographer 
may be proficient, and yet may have a 
temper that will demoralize a whole 
department. A department head, whe 
is held responsible for results, should 
have the power to get rid of such a 
person. If the power is exercised too 
often, or if the spirit of the merit sys- 
tem is violated, publicity is the. best 
corrective. 


How Doeters Were Offended. 
“In our charter provisions for public 
health we offended the medical profes- 
sion. Although my father wae a physi- 
clan, and I had a reverence for the 
science of medicine, I was assailed as 
an enemy of the medical profession. 
“Over the objections of nearly the en- 
tire profession we established an inde 
pendent board of health, in place of the 
highly unpopular board whica had had 
the power to lock people up for violat- 
ing its regulations. We transferred 
these legislative functions to the Coun- 
cil, where they belonged. 

We made the city hospital a hospital 
for the people, not for the doctors. We 
gave a large voice in the management 
to the Western Reserve Medical School, 
an allopathic institution, but we provid- 
ea that any patient asking for homeo- 
pathic, ‘ osteopathic or eclectic treat- 
ment should have it. I have not learned 
that any patient has yet made such a 
request. 

Only one question was put te Mayer 
Baker, in St. Louis, which he could not, 
or at least did not, answer. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter asked him:

FEEDING RATIONS 
TO INCREASE THE 


More of Mashes and Grain Mix- 
tures Used in Test at Ex- 


periment Station. 
Last week several of the feeding 


try Experiment Station at Mountain 
Grove in an egg- production test were 
published in this department. The list 
is completed with this publication. 


Saylor Method, 

Dry mash: 15 pounds ground alfalfa 
meal, 15 pounds corn meal, 15 pounds 
ground oats, 10 pounds ground oil meal 
or high-grade beef scraps, 15 pounds 
wheat bran, one box of condition pow- 
der. 

The above dry mash was fed in hop- 
pers three times a week and was, fed 
on alternate days with one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of condition powder added for 
every five fowls on alternate days. Afte: 
the third week the moist mash was fed 
once a week to keep the birds in a 
healthy condition, every fourth or fifth 
week this mash was fed again for a 
week, adding one-fourth teaspoonful of 
condition powder to every five fowls. 
To give the fowls the proper exercise 
the following. grains were fed in the 
litter: One-half ounce each of cratked 
corn. whole wheat and hulled oats. Also 
sprouted oats daily. Every other day 
one-half ounce of fresh cut bone was 
wiven each fowl, For the night feed 
the fowls also were supplie@ with green 
food consisting of cabbage of mangels. 
Uyster shells and grit were always be- 
fore the birds. Fresh water, not too 
warm or too cold, was always supplied. 
The feeding troughs and drinking ves- 
sels were frequently scalded with hot 
vater. 


Egg Farm Method. 
This pen was fed according to the 
method recommendd by a large Eastern 
commercial egg farm. The mash was 
manufactured by this farm and was 
bought from them. This pen also was 
fed a mustard bran which was highly 
recommended by this firm. The follow- 
ing grain mixtures were fed: 
Winter—Four parts cracked corn, two 
farts wheat, two parts oats. 
Summer—Two parts corn, four parts 
wheat, two parts oats. 
A little less than one quart was fed 
to 10 hens at night, no grain was fed in 
the morning. One pound of mash was 
given to each 10 hens. Green cut bone 
Was used in connection with the mash. 
Five teaspoons of mustard bran was 
added to the mash for every; 10 hens. 


Automatic Feeder Method. 
This pen was given tne same feed ana 
‘Treatment that the hens in the regular 
egg-laying contest received. The only 
‘lifference was that the grain was fe 
night and morning by hand to the pens 
in the contest, and this. pen supplied 
theniselves with grain by working it out 
of the feeder and exerciser’ The Con- 
necticut contest uses this method ex- 
clusively and no grain is hand fed. This 
method is a great labor saver. (Con- 
fined to E used.) 

Fa Method. 

This is a very simple ration and is 
known as the farmers’ method. Most 
Missouri farmers have all these feeds 
or Can easily obtain t 
— pcs hem. This method 
Equal parts bran, shorts 
meal in hopper. In the 5 
feed two-thirds corn, one-third wheat in 
litter. In summer months feed one-third 
corn, two-thirds wheat in litter. Grit 
and shell open all the time. Feed plenty 
of green food and supply. buttermilk in. 
stead of water twice each week, This 
pen did not lay near so many eggs as 
some pens fed different rations, which 
indicates that the ration is not ideally 
proportioned. 

Confineg to House Method. 
This pen was fed tne same as the 
pens in the egg contest, except that the 
pens in the contest had range in yards 
930x120 feet and this pen was confined 
tc a house for one year. The hens made 
a good e&g average, 
The following dry mash was kept in a 
hopper where the hens could feed then. 
selves at all times: 100 Ibs. bran, 200 Ibs. 
thorts, 200 lbs. corn meal, 300 Ibs. ground 
cats, 280 Ibs. dry beef scraps, 75 lbs. 
alfalfa meal, 50 lbs, gluten meal. 25 Ibs. 
oil meal, 35 Ibs. powdered charcoal, 8 Ibs. 
fine table salt. 
The following grain mixture was fed 
in the winter: 200 Ibs. cracked corn, 100 
ibs. wheat. In summer this grain mix- 
ture, 200 Ibs. wheat, 100 Ibs. cracked corn. 
In the spring and fall. months equal 
rarts of cracked corn and wheat. 
At noon each day a handful of the 
rnash moistened with buttermilk was fed 
tc ‘each pen. Grit and shell were kept 
before the birds at all times. Green food 
in the form of sprouted oats and cab- 
bage was fed. Any of these methods 
used in the place of haphazard feeding 
by a great many poultry keepers will re- 
sult in an increased egg yiéld. 


When culling out your hens, always 
save a few of the best for breeders.* A 
hen that has stood up under two or 
three years of heavy feeding and laying 
and is still in good trim is a hen to tie 
to. Besides, she will produce eggs that 
are larger, have a higher fertility, and 
— give larger. Stronger chicks than 
any pullet you have.

I have a rooster that has big lumps 
on his legs that seem to come from un- 
der the scales. The Jumps are about an 
inch in diameter and frequently one 
breaks off and bleeds. What would you 
aGvise?

Your. bird has scaly leg, which is 
caused by a mite which burrows uncer 
ine scales of the feet and shanks and 
i: considered to be infectious, but Joes 
not spread rapidiy. The scales should 
be removed by soaking the feet and 
shanks ‘in warm water and brushing 
trem with a tooth or nail brush. After 
the scales have 
sulphur ointment or equal parts of 
melted lard and kerosene daily until the 
Gisease disappears. : 

Iatestine Worms. 

Will vou please publish a reliable rem- 
ey for intestine worms in chickens. 
o of mine have died recently from 
this cause and I fear my others are 
affected. Mrs. K. B., Hazen, Ark. 

Intestine worms are frequently found 
in the intestines and ceca, of chickens, 
particularly young chickens, and often 
cause considerable loss. The only way 
to determine if the flock is effected is 
to examine the Intestine of a dead chick- 
en. The worms are very small and hair- 
Nke. Occasionally flat tape worms are 
found, but not very often. Chickens af 
fected with worms go off feed and be- 
come thin and sickly looking. In com- 
bating wortmns care should be taken to 
keep cléan the soil over which the chick- 
ens run and move the runs each year if 
possible. Cleanliness in the poultry 
house must also be observed. In treat-

Pip. 

In reading poultry items in the Post- 
Dispatch I fail to find anything about 
the pip. My fowls have it all the time. 
Their tongues just get healed when it 
comes on again. I have used glycerine 
and quinine and I nave removed the 
eruption, but it does not cure them or 
keep it from coming back. All of my 
fowls have it. I have read the cause, 
tut do not think it applies to mine, as 
they have no appearance of having 
colds. Could it be constitutional ?—Mrs. 
D. O. M., St. Louis, Ma, 

The pip should be effectively cured 
with the treatment you have applied and 
it is not hereditary. Your description 
of your fowls would indicate that they 
have the chicken pox which very often 
affects the tongue and mouth in this 
manner. Would suggest that you clean 
and disinfect your premises thoroughly, 
give your birds a dose of castor oll, one 
teaspoonful to each bird, and paint the 
infections ‘on the tongues with a mix- 
ture of 10 drops of tincture of iodine to a 
teaspoonful of vaseliné. Continue this 
treatment daily until the disease is 
cured, 


Ferttlization., 

How long after a male bird is put in 
the breeding pen with females that are 
Aying are the eggs fertilized sufficiently 
for hatching purposes?—W. B. D., Van 
Buren, Ark. 

It is safe to wait 10 days. Fertilization 
is. immediate, as eggs are coated with 
shell 12 hours or more before they are 
laid. In the Belgium tests it was found 
that 15 eggs laid 15 days after the death 
of the male bifd produced three chicks. 
Further tests showed that some hens 
have laid fertile eggs two to four days 
after mating. 

Strain. 

What is meant by the term strain in 
the different breeds of poultry. I notice 
in the advertisements of one breed dif- 
ferent strains are mentioned, —F, A. K., 
Salem, Mo. 

The term strain is applied to fowls 
which have been carefully bred by one 
breeder’ until they have acquired indi- 
vidual characteristics. The best strains 
of all varieties show their breeding by 
producing a Mrger number of birds that 
nearly coaform with the standard than 
those that are bred without regard to 
blood lines. 
Sprouted Oats.

n middling town into the fourth munici- 
' pality of the United States and one of the 


west-running tide has left him 
high and dry, amid dingy factories and echoing streets, 
in what during his youth was the teeming retail and 

district of the city. Then fleets of steam- 
boats thronged the river bank, today almost deserted, 
from Biddle street to Elm street, clustering so thickly 
that they were compelled to anchor bow against the 
shore, instead of laying up sideways, as at present. Then 
one was in constant danger of being run down by gal- 
lopitig drays, with one horse between the shafts and 
another in front as a leader, which rushed madly in 
quest of prefit over what is now the desolate expanse 
of the Levee. 

Born in Hanover, Germany, 67 years ago, Klages, as a 
pov of 7 years, immigrated to St. Louis with his parents 
in I ey being smong the vanguard of the great in- 
(flux of Germans who were to account for much of the 
city’s numerical growth 
during the next decade, 
and who were eventu- 
ally to take a leading 
part in preserving St. 
Levis and Missouri to 
the Union. 

The boy found him- 
self in a town of little 
more than 100,000 in- 
habitants. The west- 
ern city limit was Sev 
enteenth street. As he 
remembers it, the city 
boasted only one paved 
street — Ninth street 
from Franklin avenue 
to North Market street. 
The pavement consisted 
of two-inch boards laid 
crosswise upon the § 

street. When sun and

Third street then had no pavement but its native 
mud.. Later it was paved first with iron plates, on 
which the horses slipped and fell, then with wooden 


blocks and finally with granite. There were no street 


cars. Busses ran west on Franklin avenue to Leffing- 
well avenue, and on Broadway, south to Carondelet, 
and north to Salisbury street. 

After the first horse-car line was opened, on Olive 
street, it was a favorite Sundey afternoon diversion of 
young men and their sweethearts, says Klages, to go 
down and see the Olive street cars run.” 

On the south side of Washington avenue, between 
Eighth and Ninth street, he recollects, stood a two-story 


' frame residence, on the sidewalk before which was a 


well, such as one sometimes sees today in the “square” 
of country towns. Water was drawn up in buckets by 
a rope wound around a barrel, which was turned with 
a crank. The water was so cold and fresh that persons 
went for blocks to drink it. At the northwest corner 
of Broadway and Washington, where a large clothing 
store now stands, was a stonecutter’s yard. 

The wholesale center of the city was on the Levee 
and Main and Second streets. There stood the big dry 
goods houses, the cotton brokerage houses and the 
stores of the wholesale merchants. Third street was 
the great retail center. Most of its buildings were two 
stories high, and none was more than three. On the 


first floor were the shops, and on the second lived the 
. Shopkeepers and their families. The “swells” of the 


city lived in Lacas place, on. Locust street, between 
Fourteenth and Seventeenth streets. 

Today the wholesale district has moved west and 
north to Washington avenue, and retail trade centers 
on Olive and Locust streets. “Lucas place” no longer 
exists, its distinction having been taken by elaborate 
residence districts which have grown up miles to the 
west in what was then a wilderness and hunting ground.

Cost of -Living in St. Louis 
Fifty Years Ago 

By HENRY C. KLAGES. 
ALF a century ago we were little troubled 
about the high cost of living or the cost 
of high living. Potatoes were 20 to 25 
cents a bushel. My father bought a 
quarter of a beef at a time and pic led it. The 
cost was 31-2 to 4 cents a pound. 

The butchers drove their wagons each morning 
to the west side of Third street, between Frank- 
lin avenue and Wash street, and these wagons 
were the city’s meat market. There was no mid- 
die man, the butcher selling directly to the con- 
Eggs were three for a quarter—not three eggs 
for a quarter, which is sometimes almost the rate 
today, but three dozen for 25 cents. A mechanic 
was considered to be getting fine wages if he made 
$1.50 a day, and a laborer thought himself lucky if 
he got as much as $1 a day. 

Young couples who would now insist upon a 
handsome flat in the West End were content then 


to begin housekeeping in one room and a kitchen. 


present Panama Building, at Second and Olive streets, 
which was then called the O’Fallon Building. The 
pestoffice had previously been on Chestnut street, be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets. After the building 
was abandoned it@was turned into a livery stable. The

HE direful effects of opium upon 
animals and the fearful tempta- 
tion it is to some of them are 

set forth in a recent number of 

the French Gazette des Hopitaux, which 
quotes some strange evidences gathered 


by Francis Garnier in China in 1873. 


“The culture of the poppy,” writes Gar- 
nier, has caused a most important ar- 
ticle—wax—to disappear from the markets 
of Yunnan. According to the natives, the 
bees, formerly very numerous in this part 
of China, have experienced for the poppy 
flower the same morbid liking that the 
Chinese feel for the juice that is drawn 
from its fruit. In the season when the 
poppy fields are in bloom these insects 
come in crowds to ransack them, but they 


are u ble afterward to régain their taste 


for other food, and they perish after two 
successive seasons. 

“Another example of this singular at- 
traction that the poppy exerts upon ani- 
mals as well as upon men was called to 
oar attention. In an opium refinery in 
the city it was noticed that the rats came 
every evening in great numbers to snuff 
the fumes that arose from the furnaces. 
Following the sudden occupation of Yun- 
nan by the Mohammedans the refinery 
was closed down and was abandoned for a 
time. When a new owner took possession 
he found upon the wattling that remained 
in place many dead rats. These had died 


of hunger while waiting for the pleasure 
they had been accustomed to enjoy in 
breathing the opium fumes.”

News. According to Sir Ray Lankaster, 
nine pints of oil are Sufficient to calm a 
square mile of water. The oil spreads 
out in-a film all over the surface of the 
sea, and this film has the almost unim- 
aginable thickness of two millionths of 
a millimetre, yet this is effective against 
the power of the mighty ocean. 

The use of oil to calm rough seas is 
of the greatest antiquity, and it is known 
to the most primitive of sea faring peo- 
ples. The Eskimo pours oil on the sea 
to smooth a path for his canoe: the 
fishermen of the islands to the west and 
north of Scotland put the fat of sea fowl 
into bags which they hang by cords from 
the stern of their boats to prevent, the 
waves from breaking. 


The British Admiralty in its sailice 
directions issues instructions as td the 
best way to use oil. In these it Says: 


“On free waves, that is, waves in deep 
water, thé effect is greatest. In a surf 
or waves breaking on a bar, where a 
mass of liquid is in actual. motion in 
shallow water, the effect of the oll is 
uncertain, as nothing can prevent the 
larger waves from breaking under such 
circumstances, but even here it is of 
some service. The heaviest and thickest 
oils are most effective.

In none of the cases since 1801 has there 
been a conviction or execution, unless the four who were 
killed by the rack at Damascus in 1840 should be ac- 
cepted. 

The Jéwish Encyclopedia explains the origin of the 
charge of ritual murder as being partly due to the four 
cups of red wine drunk by pious Jews during the Pass- 
over, in memory of the blood of Israelitish children slain 
to supply the bath of the leprous Pharaohs, and to the 
peculiar ceremonies employed in preparing the maszot, 
or unleavened bread, for this festival.

The badger’s name was Josiah; the particu- 
lar little boy whose property he was used to carry him 
about, clasped firmly around what would have been his 
wajst if he had had any. Inasmuch as when on the 


, ground the badger .would play energetic games of tag 


with the little boy and nip his bare legs, I suggested 
that. it would be uncommodnly disagreeable if he took 
advantage of being held in the little boy’s arms to bite 
his face; hut this suggestion was repelled with scorn as 
an unworthy assault on the character of Josiah. “He 
bites legs sometimes, but he never bites faces,“ said 
the little boy. 

One of the standbys for enjoyment, especially itt rainy 
weather, was the old barn, This had been built yearly 
a century previously, and was as delightful as only 
the pleasantest kind of old barn can be.

Over Shallowest Water at Speed 
Much Greater Than That of Fast- 


est Torpedo Boat- Developing Ma- 
chine for Commercial Use 


HE French sportsman, who’ prefers risking 
his neck in a monoplane to risking his leg 
in a football game, is about to add another 
useful machine of rapid transit to the long 
list his proclivities already have created. 

This time it is a glider boat—a craft driven 
‘over the sufface of a river by an air pro- 

peller and carrying two passengers, at the terrific speed 
of 52 miles an hour. 

With the characteristic thrift which enables the French 
sportsman, when tumbling from an aeroplane, say, to 
calculate as he falls how much he can sell souvenirs of 
the accident for if he chances to survive, he is already 
trying to establish the glider boat as a thing of com- 
mercial value. Already slow-gojng, models of it capable 
cf bearing four or five e have been perfected” and 
aré in operation. 

Those who can recall from the mists of antiquity the 
time when the bicycle was ubiquitously with us, will 
doubtless remember that it was from France that many

‘early béstrode the primitive “high wheeler,” imperiling 
his upper vertebrae with the utmost sang froid, in an 
effort to get speed out of the thing. 

As fast as he broke his neck a survivor took up the 
work and kept tinkering with the machine, adding a 
chain and sprockets along, reducing the size of the front 
wheel and increasing the size of the second until the 
“safety” bicycle came and we had map-killing six-day 
races, which, for the om requited the Gallic thirst for 
carnage. 

This thirst did not stay requited. About that time 
somebody hitched up a gasoline engine to a four-wheeled 
buggy and the automobile was in our midst. It was a 
godsend to the French sportsman, in whom the old in- 
stincts were again stirring. He set himself passionate- 
IF to the problem of getting himself killed with the 
maximum dispatch and the minimum resistance. It 
mattered not so much that he rooted his head through 

a stone wall as that the machine which catapulted him 
had: the speed of an arrow and the grace of a tiger. 
Whence largely has come the perfection of the modern 
motor car. 

This accomplished he did not sigh for new worlds in 
which to commit suicide. Along about that time the 
Wrights invented the biplane and made it fly. It was 
g foregone conclusion that if an alien made a machine 
that would ride thé air on two planes, a Frenchman 
would make another that would do it on one. Thus it came 
about that the French sportsman, after flattening him- 
self out over the landscape a few dozen times, achieved 
the monoplane, in which M. Bleriot first hopped actus 
to the shores of Perfidious Albion. 

Thus it came about also that while Count Zeppelin“ — 
bosom companions were getting themselves bln up— 
or rather down—in dirigibles, while Albert Bond Lam- 
bert of St. Louis was doing his level persuadingest. to re- 
cruit an American army aero corps, and while England 
was applauding itself every time a British aviator went

It must be understood that the glider boat is of a type 
distinctly different from that of the American hydro- 
plane. The latter is modeled on the principles of the 
aeroplane, In fact, a Tellier hydroplane was used in the 
preliminary experiments of M. Tissandier and de Lam- 
bert. The Tellier machine is really a light steel frame: 
work superimposed upon three floats; with an air pro- 
peller attached to give it momentum, It was capable 
of great speed but was from its very nature too trail 
to de of practical use. 

The Tissandier-Lambert machine is really 80 Amte 
in its method of applying the motive power as to ma 2 
one wonder why it was not thought of before.

but powerful motor is placed towards the stern, with oil - 
and gasoline tanks slightly above it on supports. The 
propeller is swung to the rear from two other supports.
